Armour Gains an Important Point in the Supreme 
Court—Even if the “Corner” is of the Piaincst 
Kinde, the Members of the Board Must 
Meet the ObNgations They Owe. 


Cuicaco, March 29.—The supreme court, 
sitting at Springfield, bas filed an opinion in 
the case of Lester and others against the 
Chicago board of trade, in favor of the latter. 
Tke suits, twenty in number, grew out of what 
vas known as the “July wheat corner.”” The 
market price for July wheat at the close of 
that month having reached 136, a large num- 
ber of eperatérs refused to settle at that 


mated at between two million and three mil- 
lion dollars. The matter was taken 
before tke arbitration committee of 
the board, and the hearing having extended 


over nearly a month, the closing operaters 
urging that the market hed been carried by a 
clique, end citing as an instance the price of 
close Wheat. The case :gained additional in- 
terest ‘from the fact that it was deemed a test 
ome. The arbitration committee fixed the 
settling price at I35, at which figure the ope- 
rators were ordered te niake good theirdiffer- 
ences. In anticipation of the report of the 
confmittee, the matter was carried into court, 
and ‘the board of trade was enjoimed from 
enforcing the disdpline on members for 
failtre to PRY the difference, 
and restrain any action tending to de- 
price them of beard membership. The same 
allegations wete urged in court'to the effect 
‘thet the market had been cornered, and that 
the transactions ‘were of a gambling nature. 
Fo this the board of trade urged mo detense, | 
citing the board rules as sufficient, under! 
which to discipE ne the board members. The; 
lower court decided that the ‘members were 
amenable to the rules of the board and that 
the court covid afford them no. relie 
from obligations volummrily taken rr 
joining the board. The ~supreme court 
sustains this view. Mr. -Armour, wko 
was alleged te have engineered the supported 
corner, said that defense had been urged to 
the aliegation that the market had been ma- 
nipulated so as to definitekysettle the gues- 
tion whether contracts could be invalidated 


on board, even though the “act of a corner 
was transparent and nectorious. Armonr 
seemed elated over the regwalt and declared 


that it mae contracts on the board hereafter, 
no matter ef what nature; sinding, and ould 
cause @n end to litigat#on over disputed veais.

BYRNE IN NEW YORK. 


THE LADY ACCUSED OF AIDING 
THE INVINCIBLES. 


Numbs2: Ose Declared te be Carey “‘Himse!f—Debdate 
in the Britieh Parliagment—The Niw fror- 
bishop of Canterbury—Tne Pope at 
the Czar’s Coronsetion—Bta., Bte. 


New York, March 29.—Frank Byrne, whom 
Carey, the informer, in the course of his ex- 
amination in Dublin, swore was a member of 
the Assassination society, or Invincibles, 
and whom the British government vainly 


| sought to extradite from France, arrived to- 


day from Havre, by the steamship Amerique, 
accompanied by his wife. The latter Carey 
also implicated. He testified that on one oc- 
casion she was brought to Dublin from Lon- 
don for carrying knives, and that she hada 
rifle slung around her neck under her cloak. 
On another occasion Carey swore Mrs. Byrne 


brought another consignment of arms from 
London, including 4,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition. When Mrs. Byrne was taken from 
London to Dublin, Carey failed to identify 
her and she was released. A reporter found 
Byrne and Mrs. Byrne at the residence of the 
former’s sister, where he and wife are tempo- 
rarily stopping. Byrne is a man of more 
than ordinary intelligence, good address and 
well educated. He is about 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, and of robust physique. ‘‘I deny every- 
thing Carey swore to, as far as I and my wile 
are concerned,” said Byrne. ‘‘I have not seen 
Carey since 1869, and chien my relations with 


him were purely social and not in 
any sense political. He said I be- 
longed to the Fenian brotherhood. That is 
i false as anything else he swore to. I never 


| belonged to any secret politieal organization. 
I have devoted myself exclusively during my 
time in politics to public and constitutional 
agitation. The political organization to which 
I timt attached myself when I went to Eng- 
land was the Irish Home Rule confederation. 
I was secretary of the organization and subse- 
quently secretary of the Nationa! land league, 
of Great Britain, the National land and labor 
league, of Great Britain, and the Irish 
B.ational league, each of which organization 
gucceeded each other in the order I name,” 

“Are you acquainted with Sheridan?’ 

‘Well, slightly. After his release from

Now, the warrant for my arrest was dated 
one day ‘before the date Carey swore he had 
made uy bis mind to beccame a witness for 
the presecuttion. 

Byrne intends to reside permanently in 
America. Mrs. Byrne is weil sted in 
Irish politics. Her departure ior Paris 
from Londgn, after being released in Dublin, 
when Carey = failed to idantify her, was 
precipitated by the reportyy hich cameto her 
privately tbat she was to be re-arrested. Her 
departure to meet her husband in Faris was 
hastened, <o that she was compelled to leave 
her three children behind berin the care of 
her sister. Byrne and wife were called on by 
many friends, and Byrne visited Sheridan. 
Two detectives, one English and the other 
French, were passengers @n the Amerique, 
and had Byrne and wife ander surveillance 
until their arrival here. Byrne is probably 
being shatowed by them now.

Two 
young men started out with two mules and 
very little eise to operate with, rented a two- 
horse farm near Louisville, and went to work. 
After losing at least two bales of cotton by storm 
and otherwise, they wound up their business at 
Christmas with-$550. Another young man ran a 
one-horse farm on shares, be furnishing the labor, 
and the landlord furnishing the stock, etc. With 
one hired hand and himself he made seventeen 
bales of cotton, averaging over 500 pounds each, 
225 bushels of corn, 150 bushels of potatoes and near 
100 gallons of syrup, and peas, fodder, oats, etc , in 
proportion. St'll another man on a one-horse farm 
raised twelve bales of cotton, 209 bushels of corn, 
between 400 and 500 bushels of oats, 100 bushels* of 
peas and near 500 gallons of syrup. He had three 
acres in potatoes, one acre of which made over 400 
bushels. 

_ Dublin Post: Mr, J.C. Blaine, the boat builder, 
is a relative of the famous republican statesman, J.

INTERNAL REVENUE COLLECTION. 

Congress did not provide for any reduction 
of the force of internal tax gatherers, the 
proposition of the house to reduce the num- 
ber of collectors from 126 to 80 not having 
been acted upon in the senate; but the presi- 
dent. possesses discretionary pewers in this 
matter, and it is thought he will decide to 
reduce the force, so as to prevent the incom- 
ing democratic house of representatives from 
gaining any credit on that account. 
Commissioner Raum thinks about twenty 
collectors can be spared as soon as the new 
law goes into operation and the rebate claims 
have been adjusted—a work that will not be 
fairly outof the way before the beginning of 
the fiscal year. The commissioner thinks 
Georgia should have two collection districts, 
but there are many who think one collector 
could attend to all the work that the new law 
will create; and that, too, without any in- 
crease in the number of deputy collectors. 

The number of deputy collectors in service 
last November was 976. The salaries paid 
them vary widely. Onereceives $3,000 a year, 
19 receive $2,000 each, 203 receive from $1,500 
to $1,950 each, 540 receive from $1,000 to $1,- 
150 each, and the remainder receive smaller 
salaries. Of the 3,511 persons. employed in 
the internal revenue service outside of the 
bureau at Washington, 867 are gaugers, 1,000 
are storekeepers and gaugers, and 552 are 
storekeepers. These 2,412 subordinates are 
all employed on account of the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits and malt liquors.

The Baltimore and Ohio did not relish 
this mode of retaliation much, and so an un- 
derstanding was arrived at by the action yes- 
terday of the representatives of the different 
roads. Sol Haas, the traftic manager of the 
Virginia Midland system, was throwing all 
the business of his system into the hands of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, as he prorated with 
that rvuad, and demanded arbitraries of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio people. The hatchet is 
now, however, buried, the differences are vir- 
tually adjusted, and all will hereafter be 
plain sailing on unruifled waters. 


COARSE COTTON GOODS. 


The Future of the New England Millse—The Atlanta 
Meeting. 
From the New York Herald. 

There was a meeting of southern cotton 
manufacturers in Atlanta, Ga., a few days 
ago, for the purpose mainly of organizing a 
mutual! insurance company against fire risks, 
such as has been in operation in New England 
formany years. In the discussions of this 
meeting it was asserted that their mills are so 
‘well established that now they control the 
market for coarse cotton foods 
all over the United States and regulate the 
price of such fabrics even in New ingland. 
Nobody who has the general prosperity of 
the country at heart will be sorry fer this. 
On the contrary, it affords cause for congratu- 
lation that the south is availing itself of the 
diversified opportunities for prosperity with 
which nature endowed it, but which 
it was prevented frem improving until 
the abolition of slavery relieved it from the 
policy of concentrating itself upon agricul- 
ture. The New England mills will be forced, 
by the necessities of the situation, to surren- 
der to the south the manufacture of coarse 
cotton goods almost altogether, at no distant 
day. and bend their attention to fine fabrics 
which require more skilful labor. The pros 
perity of New Epgiand depends upon the 
maintenance of #igher degree of Inventive 
talent and technical skill there in the me- 
chanical arts than exists elsewhere. 
The legions of ignorant, unskilful factory 
hands New England isimporting from Can- 
ada and Europe do not help the case; they 
only encumberit. The time hasarrived which 
the furthest-sighted statesman Massachusetts 
bas produced in recent times—the War 
Governor Andrew—predicted to his people in 
a public address in 1864, as an inevitable con- 
sequence of the changes in American society 
which mus: follow from the abolition of 
slavery and the cessation of the civil war, 
suying: ‘ ra tae ce 

‘In the production and diffusion of ideas 
must rest forever the secret of your strength 
to maintain yourtrue position. When our 
:ational career shall begin anew the acceler- 
ated increase of wealth and of population in 
their necessary distribution and difiusion will 
vear by vear constantly diminish the relative 
material strength of the northeastérn states. 
I exhort you, then, to put faith in ideas, in 
the orderly arrangement of knowledge, in the 
power to search out the bidden things of na- 
ture, in the practical application of the high- 
est and largest truth to the wants and allairs 
of man’s daily life. Your influence will tell 
then, with beneficent and ever expanding 
power, on the destiny of the nation. There- 
by vou will live—the true conservatives of 
the civil state and of social life—*texempted 
from the wrongsof time and capable of per- 
petual renovation.”

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THREE SOUTHERN’ CITIES. 


ATLANTA, KNOXVILLE AND ROA- 
NOKE CONTRASTED. 


. 
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The Growth of the Former Piace—Tennessee Marble 
~A Pittsburg Firm Engaged in Quarrying— 
Roancke’s Extension—Luray Caverns— 
The Progress of Industry, Ete. 


Correspondence Pittsburg Chronicle. 

Leaving out the smaller cities of tae south, 
‘visited recently, on a tour to Florida, permit 
me to direct the attention of the readers of 
the Chronicle to the growth of Atlanta, Ga., 
Knoxville, Tenn.,. and Roanoke, Va. The 
population of Atlanta is in the neighborhood 
of 50,000, and in the past three years no city 
in Georgia has increased its manufactories 
with anything like the swifness of Atlanta. 
It is claimed that it is the first manufacturing 
city in Georgia, and the cénsus statistics seem 
to bear out the assertion. The 
factories and industrial establishments em- 
ploy about seyen thousand hands or nearly 
doubie the number employed in 1879. Five 


million dollars of capital is now invested, 
against $2,500,000 in 1879, and while $889,000 
were paid as wages in that year over $2,000,- 
000 are now paid. In 1880 there were 201,000 
spindles running in Georgia; now there are 
in operation 248,000—47,000 of an increase in 
three years. Through the courtesy of Mr. J. J. 
Griffin, assistant general passenger ager t of 
the East Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, I was shown through the Atlanta cotton 
mills, now ina flourishing condition by the 
introduction of northern capital. This exten- 
sive plant was completed in 1879 ata cost of 


$440,000. The building is of brick, six 
stories in height, and on single 
mt, .02 «a present, 240 hands 


are employed. Accompanied by Mr. H. W. 
Fairbanks, I watched the cotton enter the 
breaker and followed it until it lay in bales 
of 1,000 yards of sheeting, 115 bales being the 
weekly output. There are 540 looms, each of 
which turn out four inches of finished cloth 
perminute. Coffin, Altemus & Co., of New 
York, bandle the productof the mill. H. B. 
Plant and Freeman Clark, of New York, and 
ex-Governor R. B. Btllock, of Georgia, are 
the present owners, the ex-governor being 
the general manager. ‘The new firm took 
charge in December last, and it is now be- 
lieved the mill will be run successfully. 
There are two other large cotton factories— 
Fulton mills andthe Exposition mills. The 
exposition was a grand success, financially 
and otherwise, butthe property was only 
leased, and, after the close of the fair, an 
enterprising firm acquired it and started the 
factory. It is vonsidered a valuable addition 
to the industries of Georgia, and, therefore, 
fully eompensates for the loss of the great 
exposition, which will certainly be succeeded 
by some other equally attractive exhibition, 
to bring Georgia into national notoriety. The 
city also boasts large plow works, boiler works 
and several other large industrial establish- 
ments, and upon Peachtree street num berless 
handsome residences, including those of 
the late Governor Stephens, whose remains I 


viewed in state, and the late 
Senator Ben Hi. Hill; also, the 
residence of ex-Governor Bullock. Six- 


teen miles to the east of Atlanta is the Stone 
mountain, a solid piece of granite 340 feet 
high, almost perpendicular on one side, and 
aceessible only by asteep grade on the other. 
[t was between this mountain and Atlanta, 
where General McPherson fell, and on every 
hand the ground is historic as memorable 
battlefields. Itisthe central point of sey- 
eral railroads and none seems to be doing 
more to build up the industries of the south 
than the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia line, with its connections from New York 
via the Shenandoah valley, and on our own 


Pennsylvania and baltimore and 
Ohio railroads to the coast and 
i‘jorida, on the east, and Cha’- 
tanooga, Memphis and New Orleans on the 


south ana west. Butitisthe policy of the 
company, and according to the statement of 
one of the directors, results haye not only 
demonstrated the wisdom of the management, 
but ultimately the profits will be greatly mul- 
tiphied. ~ Liberal inducemenis to shippers has 
already had a wonderful effect upon Atlanta, 
and a large trade at small profits is preferred 
to a small traftic at exorbitant rates. The rail- 
road company wants the manufactories and 
seems Willing to help start and sustain them. 
KNOXVILLE, TENNESSEE. 

Knoxville, Tennessee, is also steadily grow- 
iug as a manufacturing and business center. 
Capitalists favorable to Knoxville can ina 
measure make their own terms for freight 
transportation, such is the readiness of the 
railroad companies to assistin the develop 
ment ofthe south. Mr. E. J. Sanford, one of 
the directors of the Kast Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, is of the opinion that 
Knoxville is the coming city of the state, 
not in competition with 
Knoxville, as freights from the latter place to 
Cincinnati are more reasonable. The place 
has a large rolling mill, now in 
operation, a number of machine shops, 
and factories, and a large number of 
wholesale houses, in the line of dry £oo 's, 
drugs, etc) Some of these houses last year 
transacted a business aggregating over a mil- 
lion dollars each. One firm report a million 
anda half; a dozen aquarter of a million 
each. The population of the city is 20,000, 
and it is increasing rapidly. There are 
numberless quarries ‘from which tons of 
Tennessee marble are being shipped _ toe 
all parts of the United States. The bids of 
Tennessee are asfull of this valuable deposit 
as the mountains of Pennsylvania, of lime- 
stone, and within a few years a wonderful 
amount of territory has been developed. The 
marble is taken out in blocks, by means of 
drills, and is sold by the cubic yard. There 
is great demand for it, especially throughout 
the north, and notwithstanding the cost of 
drilling, etc., it sells at a price to leave the 
quarry owners handsome profits. It is used 
in the construction of the large buildings ip 
Knoxyille, the custom house and other pub- 
lic buildings having been built of it, and is 
gradually becoming the popular stone for 
buildings. It is of a grayish white 
color and as endurable as the very hills from 
which it is taken. The polishing process 
brings out the handsome flesh color und all 
the multifarious veins and formations which 
have made the marble s0_ popular. 
Mr. Sanford is the president of the Mechanics’ 
pank, as wellas a director. of the railroad 
company ; also, a director of the rolling mill 
company, anda leading drug merchant. His 
predecessor in the bank was Colonel O’Con- 
nor, one of the best men in Knoxville, who, 
it will be remembered, shot and killed in the 
public streets ore Maybry, whose son at 
thesame moment shot down Colonel O'’Con- 
nor, the latter, while in the act of falling, 
sending a fatal leaden messenger through the 
brain of the. younger Maybry. Colonel 
O'Connor bad been persecuted nigh unto 
death by the elder Maybry, and five min- 
utes before the awful tragedy assured friends 
that he would not pay any attention to tbe 
threats of Maybry. They had been advis- 
ing bim to leave the city, and this statement 
threw them off their guard, At 
Louisville, some fourteen miles from 4 
Knoxville, a marble quarry had been opened 
by Messrs. Tripp, Elias Seaman and others, 
of Pittsburg. Mr. Tripp was formally with 
Paine, Ablett & Tripp, oil dealers, and Mr. 
Seaman and associates are connected with the 
Black Diamond Steel works of Park Bros, « 
Co. They have quitean extensive quarry, 
and are secgring torty specimens of marble 
out of it. Mr. Beggs, of Allegheny City, has 
been usingsome of the marble. Mr. Seaman 
returned from the quarry on the same train, 
and fully bears out the assertions of Mr, San- 
ford relative to the almost inexhaustible sup- 
ply of marble.

A Talk With a Man Who Was on a Sloop That Was 
Wrecked in the Gulf of Mexico Saturday Night 
—How the Crew and Passengers Escaped 
to Land—Laid Up for Repairs.

Every person who visited the cotton exposition 
will remember that wonderful piece of machinery, 
“the Dittle World.’’ which was on exhibition there 
in the art building. It wasa very curious piece of 
machinery where numerous automatons did all 
sortsof work. The machine was very «omplicated 
and very delicately made and attracted a great deal 
ofattention, Yesterday itcame back to thecityina 
considerably damaged condition, having been ina

A PROCLAMATION 


BY THE 


GOVERNOR. 


A CALL FOR SPECIMENS OF GEORGIA PRO 
DUCTS, AGRICULTURAL, HORTICULTU- 
RAL, FORESTRY, MINERALS, AND 
MANUFACTURES, 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
STATE OF GEORGIA, 
ATLANTA, GA., January 4, 1883. 
\ HEREAS, HERETOFORE Tv-WIT, IN TH 
month of November last, the following com- 
munication was received by me, as Governor of the 
State, from the Secretary of the New England Man 
ufacturers and ,Mechanics’ Institute, of Boston. 
Mass., to-wit: 
“New England Manufacturers and Mechanics’ In 
stitute, Treasurer’s Office 38 Hawley st., 
**Boston, Mass,, October 30, 1882. 
“To His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 

‘**‘Dear Sir—In' behalf of the New England Manv 
facturers and Mechanics’ Institute, and by the 
authority of its official board, I hereby extend te 
the State of Georgia a cordial invitation to makean 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resour-- 
at the third annual fairof the Institute, whic? wil) 
i oe the first week of September, *°'3, aud 

tinue until a day in Novembarteu be: termined 
hereafter. 

“‘An invitation of like tencr has been f£ent to the 
Governor of every one of the Southern Siaies. The 
purpose of the proposed exh bition is to afford an 
opportunity to all those Statesand Territories which 
wish for settlers from the North to present, in prac- 
tical shape, examples of the wroducts of the soi? 
illustrative of its adaptability to the various 
branches of planting, farming and horticulture 
The new railway system of the great West will be 
invited to make a similar exhibition at the Iusti- 
tute, that the North may thus become for the time 
being the arena in which the South and West may 
compete witb each other for that surplus popula- 
tion which yearly leaves New England in search oi 
homes elsewhere. 

“The invitation is forwarded at this carly day 
that your Excellency may have ample time to con- 
sider the subject. and to make such suggestions 
thereon to the Legislature of your State as you may 
deem appropriate. With high consideration, l am 
sir, yours most respectfully, 

“FREDERICK D. GRIFFIN, Secretary.”’ 

And whereas, the above cominunication was sub 
mitted by me to the General Assembly of the State 
at the last session for their consideration and such 
action as they might deem properin the premises, 
whereupon the General Assembly passed the fol 
lowing Resolution, to-wit: 

‘*Resolyed, by the General Assembly of Georgia, 
That His Excellency, the Governor, be and he is 
hereby authorized to invite and receive specimens 
of the agricultural, horticultural, mineral and 
manufactured products, and of the forestry of this 
State, that may be furnished him by the citizens of 
this State, for the purpose of furwarding the same 
to the Exposition to be held in Boston, Massachu 
setis, in September, 1583. 

“Approved December 9th, 1882.’ 

Now, fherefore, in the discharge of the duty as 
signed to me by the resolution of the Legislature, 1 
hereby in this Proclamation give general notice to 
the citizens of Georgia that I have put this business 
in the hands of Hon. J. T. Henderson, Commis- 
slover of Agriculture of this State, with directions 
that he take charge of all the correspondence on 
this subject, and that all citizens of the State be and 
they are hereby requested to send to him such spec- 
imens of the agricultural, horticultural, mineral 
and manufactured products, and of the forestry of 
this State, as they may be able and feel disposed to 
contribute to the exposition aforesaid. 

I moreover hereby give a cordial invitation to all 
citizens to make such contributi ns as they may be 
able to make, that Georgia, in her vast and varied 
resources, may be well represented among her sis 
ter States in this Exposition. 

The collection thus made by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to be held by him subject to the dispo 
sition of the Legislature at its adjourned session ia 
July next. ALEXANDER H,. STEPEENS,
